• Signs - Dan Halden (CD13) will work with RAP, Park Rangers, LAPD, & City Attorney to post appropriate signage 
around the park related to enforcement of 56.11 and 647(e). 

• Coordinated Outreach - Service providers will attend a meeting at PATH tomorrow, 1/4/18, for case 
conference forms for Hollywood hot spots. This will be the first step towards coordinating outreach among the 
different service providers at this location. Jesus Torres (PATH) will also take the lead on formulating a master list 
or spreadsheet that documents all the individuals at the location, as well as their needs and connection to services. 

• Stay-Away Orders - Officer Corona (LAPD) will work with Steve Houchin (City Attorney) regarding a stay-away 
order for the individual we discussed, as well as any others who qualify.

• Fence/Camera - Anthony Bagnerise (RAP) and Jose Monge (RAP) will provide CD13 with an update and status 
on cost for a larger fence and appropriately placed security cameras within the park. 

• NEXT MEETING - Everyone is encouraged to attend the Hollywood Outreach Collaborative meeting on 
Thursday 1/11/18 at 10:00 AM. The meeting includes various agencies and service providers who coordinate 
on various Hollywood hot spots and issues. Jesus Torres (PATH) will send invitations to everyone here. Please 
be sure to RSVP.
